Expanding  Provincial  Government  services  may  force 
the  construction  of  a new  $1,250,000  four-story  office 
building  in  Victoria,  it  was  reported  yesterday. 

Plans  for  the  structure,  to  be  placed  at  Government 
and  Elliot  StreeLs.  have  been  prepared  for  some  years,  but 
have  been  shelved  because  of  high  building  costs 

The  new  $180,000  temporary  building  on  Superior 
Street,  to  relieve  congestion  in  the  main  Legislative  Build- 
ings until  the  larger  structure  could  be  built,  is  now  ready 
for  occupancy. 

Meanwhile,  however.  Increases  in  entirely  new  Gov- 
ernment staffs  will  shortly  make  this  addition  entirely 
inadequate 

Hon.  George  S.  Pearson.  Provincial  Secretary,  said 
yesterday  the  main  staff  administering  British  Columbia's 
hospital  Insurance  scheme  will  be  located  In  Victoria  and 
will  number  more  than  150. 

At  least  the  some  size  of  staff  is  expected  to  take  care 
of  administration  of  the  three  per  cent  sales  tax  to  be 
imposed  this  year 

At  the  same  time  staffs  in  other  departments  have 
been  increasing  as  British  Columbia's  population  has 
mounted  and  departmental  expenditures  have  increased.

BPATTIi  May  14  uP) —The 
coast  guard  at  Ketchikan.  Alaska, 
today  warned  of  th*  danger  of 
tidal  waves  following  a quake  in 
the  Aleutian  chain  where  such  a 
wave  two  years  ago  cost  ten  lives.

death.

Intercepted  at  Beattls.  warned 
lighthouse  and  loran  aiatkms  In  the 
Aleutian  chain  that  "severe”  earth- 
quake had  occurred  in  the  chain. 

The  Ketchikan  base  said  the 
quake  was  felt  by  the  motor  veMel 
Bquare  Knot  100  miles  or  less  north- 
west of  Unimak  Island

If  British  Columbia  is  an  example  oi  w hat 
may  be  expected  throughout  Canada,  the 
Stan  of  any  hospitalization  scheme,  federal  or 
provincial,  must  include  the  provision  of  new 
and  larger  hospitals.  If  existing  accommo- 
dation IS  insufficient  to  handle  the  patients 
offering,  and  that  is  generally  the  case'  in 
British  Columbia  centres,  additional  hospital 
space  will  be  nct'drd  to  care  for  (he  general 
public  when  mandatory  health  levies  arc  be- 
ing deducted  on  the  pledge  of  universal  serv- 
ice on  a definite  plane. 

It  is  this  situation,  no  doubt,  which  has 
caused  the  Provincial  Government  to  defer 
the  operation  of  the  hospitalization  scheme, 
perhaps  until  early  next  year  I liere  is  talk 
of  the  levies  commencing  this  Autumn  in 
antiitpation  of  the  service  that  will  be  of- 
fered. In  the  interim,  this  Province  should 
lose  no  time  in  finding  out  from  the  Do* 
minion  whal  practical  aid  it  will  give  towards 
the  construction  of  hospitals  in  British  Co- 
lumbia 

The  levies  themselves  may  promise  a means 
of  improving  hospital  financing  on  its 
operating  side,  but  they  will  not  build  new 
and  needed  hospitals  Special  measures  will 
need  to  be  taken  to  insure  that,  and  it  is  the 
starting  point  with  any  successful  Khemr  of 
public  health  treatment  in  Canada.
